“The purpose of the company is to estab- 
list and conduct a general transportation 
business. We will haul passengers and 
deliver packages. 

“The first branch of the business to be 
put into operation wil] be a cab service. 
We propose to have this service ready by 
Oct. We will establish cab stands at 
various central potrts Tn “the city. " Cer- 
tainly one at Union Station and ‘another 
at some good point downtown, probably 
the Court House or one of the leading 
hotels. Of course, there will be telephonic 
connection with these stands so that the 
cabs may be ordered by wire from any 
part of the city. 

‘Another branch of the business wil] be 
the park service. @ propose to have 
drags and large vehicles of var‘ous kinds | 
for use in the driving parks, only to make 
trips at stated intervals for the accommo- 
dation of sightseers.

Were you ever stopped in a shadow on a 
lonely sireet by a highwayman and robbed 
of your valuables or assaulted for resisting 
the robber? 

That may be your experience any night 
in St. Louis, as proven by the events of re- 
cent months. 

The records of the Police 
show that 45 highway robberies were com- 
mitted in St. Louis during the months of 
May and June. That is an average of three 
persons robbed on the streets in every 48

hours. , 
And this record, not including the month 


of July, does not show the murder of W. 
P. Scott, who was shot by a highwayman 
on the night of July 4.

lars. The largest sum taken 

man during this period was $580. Many 
of the victims were assaulted, some seri- 
ously injured. 

These crimes and those that are certain 
to follow ¢an be charged to the lack ot 
policemen. Thé city is poorly patrolied. 
This fact is so generally known and ap- 
preciated by crooks that criminals from all 
parts of the country are flocking to St. 
Louis to take advantage of the situation. 

The crime of highway robbery has greatly 
increased since the 131 probationary patrol- 
men were discharged some.time eince be- 
cause Comptroller Sturgeon declined to 
continue the appropriation for ‘their pay. 

Police officials claim that the work of 
the probationary men did not cost the city 
anything because their pay was made up 
out of the fines and enforced vacations 
of regular patrolmen, 

The officials claim that the epartment is 
absolutely unable to cope W th the crim- 
inals now in the city because of the de- 
pleted condition of the force, 

Speaking of this condition of affairs aon 
day morning Mr. Harry B. Hawes, Vice- 
President of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, said: : 

“This class of crime Is directly attributa- 
ble to the scarcity of policemen, The pres- 
ence of an officer, no matter how incompe- 
tent he may be, would prevent the comme 
sion of this crime. In addition to the hold- 
ups our department chiefs report to me 
the presence in the city of a large number 
of out-of-town crooks, who are attracted 
here by the knowledge that the city is 
inadequately patrolled. 

“Citizens are now supporting at thelr in- 
dividual expense 63 private watchmen, but 
5h) less in number than the police force of 
the city. These citizens pay taxes for the 
protection of their property, and if the 
amount spent by them in the pay of these 
private watchmen was devoted to the police 
force it would nearly cover the increased 
expense of the new police bill. 

“It seems only juet to our department 
and to the taxpayers that attention should 
be called to the officials directly responsi- 
bie for the police situation. One act alone 
of Comptroller Sturgeon will indicate clear- 
ly where the blame should be placed. We 
have for the last four or five years sup- 
ported over 100 patrolmen, which did not 
cost the City of St. Louis one single cent; 
131 of these men were discharged on the 1St 
of May because of the ruling of the Comp- 
trojler upsetting the precedent ‘and cus- 
tome of the last six years. The pay of these 
men was saved by the Police Commission- 
ers from the salaries of the 6S patro.imen 
by means of involuntary vacations, -fines 
and money eaved by absences occasioned 
by sickness of the regular patroimen. The 
city is deprived of the services of these 
men, which cost it nothing, and no good 
reason hag yet been assigned for the ar- 
bitrary ruling of the Comptroller and Au- 
ditor.”’

The correspondents also asked that they 
be allowed to cable to their respective pa- 
pers all facts and the different phases of 
events as they transpired here. The cor- 
respondents had two long interviews with 
Gen, Otis, in the course of which they com- 
Plained that the evident purpose of the cen- 
sorship was not to keep information from 
the enemy, but to keep from the public a 
knowledge of the real condition of affairs 
here.

FRIENDS SAY THAT ALREADY HE 
HAS GIVEN UP HOPE. 


Vice-President Hobart Has Failed to 
Console His Guest, Who Only Sits 
and Thinks and Frowns 
and Stares.

LONG GRANCH, N. J., July 17.—Russell 
A. Alger's long and checkered political 
“areer seems nearing its end. When he re- 
iires from McKinley's Cabinet on or before 


1900, few doubt that his politica} 
tar will have set. 

As a factor in the forthecming Senatoria] 
struggle in Michigan Alger, it appears. will 
not be potent. Indeed, it is now very doubt- 
ful if he will make a serious contest against 
Senator M7Millan. 

A gentleman who saw Secrctary Alger 
the day he left Washington, told a corres- 
pondent to-day that the Secretary would 
withdraw from the fight soon after his 
res.gnation from the Cabinet. There is 
good reason to believe that even now he is 
about ready to announce his withdrawal 
from the Senatorial contest. 

It is difficult to conceive of a man in a 
sadder plight than Gen. Alger. Smartihg 
under the fire of public criticism, his feei- 
ings cut to the very quick, he is, perhaps, 
the most unhappy man in public life to- 
day. He came down here for a two day's 
rest, but even here he finds himself unable 
to regain his usual complacency and peace 
of mind. 

Vice-President Hobart, who is Aflger's 
friend and host, has endeavored to con- 
sole him, but this is by no means an easy 
task. Alger ~ feels that he has been 
wounded beyond consolation. fad and de- 
goceed. he sits upon the front piazza of Mr. 

obart’s home, -his thin legs crossed, his 
head bowed, and his chin buried in his 
hands. He presented a pathetic figure yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Vice-President Hobart, alwdys genial and 
sweet tempered, had undoubtedly been iry.- 
ing to make the Secretary forget his trou- 
bies, but it was evident that he had not 
been successful. There have been times 
in the past when an occasional smile crept 
over the fine old face of Gen. Alger, but 
in the place of a smile vesterday there were 
Vacant stares; a deep-lined frown. 

When a newspaper correspondent In good 
standing, who has known Gen. Alger long 
and has been counted among his friends. 
has appoacheg,that official in the past he 
jas always n greeted with a cordial 
welcome. But when a certain Washington 
correspondent came up to Alger yesterday 
he found in the place of the welcome a 
greeting almost rude. 

And this, mind you, to a man who has 
befriended Alger publicly and privately, 
who has been his friend and confidant. 

To-day Alger wil journey homeward to 
resume his dut’es, but, having failed to 
find consolation here it is doubtful if he 
will find comfort in the hot bed of opposi- 
tion ard unfriendliness to which he will 
return. 


DEFERRING TO MILES AGAIN. 


First Effect cf Alger’s Retirement May 
Wipe Out Factionalism. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Army officers 
are looking forward to Alger’s retirement 
wth the expectation of great improvement 
in the miiitary establishment. They hope 
to see the factional lines now so closeiy 
drawn wiped out. Under present conditions 
they hesitate to do or say anything be- 
cause of the fear that it will be construed 
that they are taking sides, 

There have been several indications re- 


cently that the Pres.dent was more friend- 


ly to Gen. Miles than in the past. Among 
them is the fact that the General was con- 
sulted with reference to the appointment of 
officers for the new regiments and that his 
recommendations received favorable con- 
sideration. It was said yesterday, however, 
by one who can speak for the Administra- 
tion that the President has no intent‘on just 
now of sending Miles or any other General 
to supercede Otis at Manila. He Is satis- 
fied with Major-General Otis’ management 
of the campaign.

CHICAGO UNION LABORERS GATH- 
ERING FACTS AND FIGURES. 


‘CONFERENCE HAS BEEN CALLED 


Combinations Called Upon to Furnish 
Information Regarding the Dis- 
charged Help and In- 
creased Prices.

CHICAGO, ll., July 17.—The general com- 
mittee on arrangements for the conference 
on combinations and trusts, called by the 
Civic Federation of Chicago, has mailed 
circular letters to 450 trusts and combina- 


tions throughcut the United States, asking 
twenty-six questions, such as the number 


of organizations included in the consolida- 


tion, the number yet outside, total original 
capital of the various concerns now merged 
and the present capital employed by the 
combination, and the effect on prices of 
products, the effect on labor as to displace- 
ment and rate of wages.

TO REST WITH ACQUITTAL. 


A CLEAN SLATE IS WANTED 


‘Punishment,’ Says a Former Prime 
Minister, ‘‘M-:ans Reta.,ia.ion, 
and Retaliation Means 
Civil War.” 


PARIS, July 17.—It is now stated that the 
present Cabinet has decided in the event of 
the acquittal of Dreyfus at Rennes, which 
is regarded as almost a certainty, to hush 
the whole scandal. This is considered in 
political circles to be the vital question 
with which France will be confronted as 
soon as the court-martial a'tt Rennes shall 
have pronvunced its judgment. In ~spite 
of the weight of authority of M. Ribot and 
of the innuential Kepubiican papers, iike 
the Temps and the Debats, peopie are be- 
ginning to ask whether such a policy of 
“hushing up” and of shielding those who 
are responsible for the terrible conspiracy 
against an innocent man wouid not destroy 
counhdence in the Republic. 

A large and apparently increasing body 
of Republicans, including, of course, all 
the Radicals and Socialists, who, from the 
very outset of the Dreyfus affair, have been 
constantly on the side of truth and justice— 
and have thereby gained enormously in 
political power—show signs of insisting on 
the most drastic investigation into all the 
circumstances of the Dreyfus conspiracy. 

From the American point of view, the 
French Republic has everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by probing the wound 
to the quick, and punishing the guilty. But 
prudent and experienced Frenchmen favor 
the policy of sponge. ‘““Wipe off all the old 
scores,”’ ‘they say, “‘and begin the exhibi- 
tion vear with a clean slate. Punishment 
in France usually means retaliation, and 
retaliation leads to civil war.” 

Such are the words of a French states- 
man who has been Prime Minister, and 
who has weathered many a parliamentary 
storm. Whether it furnishes a key to the 
policy that the present Cabinet will adopt 
after the judgment shall have been ren- 
dered by the Rennes court-martial remains 
to be seen.

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ARE WW FEAR 


DISCOUNT RATES CONTINUE TO 
ADVANCE IN ENGLAND. 


CAUTION A WORD EVERYWHERE. 


But This Applies Only to the Finan- 
ciers, the Demand for Currency 
Points to Prosperity. 


LONDON, July 17.—This has been a week 
of flurry in the money market. All antici- 
pations of ease have been completely fal- 
sified, and discount houses have been badly 
caught. Instead of the market escaping 
from the grasp of the Bank of- England 
it continues so dependent that the bank for 
the past few days has-done nearly all! the 
fine discount business, other credit estab- 
lishments being half paralyzed by fright. 
No appreciable calming effect has yet been 
produced by the advance ‘n the rate to 


J4g per cent for the Bank of England is 
not only discounting at that figure, but 
still lending small amounts at 4% per cent. 
A variety Of Causes have been at work. 
Pol:tical tears engendered by the Trans- 
Vaal dispute induced caution, put that, 
though it has been biamed, is not the true 
fource of the existing pressure, for such 
lears usually tend to make money easy. 
lf peopie are not inclined to use credit, 
creait cannot become dear unless holders 
lock it up, which they huve not yet begun 
to do. Cred:t is really more in demand 
and more employed than ever because in- 
ternational traqge is so active. 
It is otherwise with domestic business, 
thanks to the enormous outlay of the 
Government’ on warlike preparations, es- 
ironclads. A.l the daockyards are 
excessively busy, and all armor plate 
works, ail blast furnaces, and all engine 
shops accordingly. The result has been an 
unprecedented demand for currency with 
which to pay wages and for banking cred- 
it ‘n every branch of business. Nothing 
proves this better than the fact that sov- 
ereigns are still being dispatched to S-ot- 
land instead of coming to the bank. More 
than the amount of the new gold bought 
by the Bank of England, is passing into 
Circulation in this and other’ directions. 
The consequence is that the London cred- 
it market is unusually pinched for means 
at the moment when the demand upon it 
is much in excess of previous experience. 
Then, also, we began to suffer from the 
effect of the reckless extravagance of the 
past few years, and several minor and one 
important credit inst‘tution this week have 
been whispered against, for no discovered 
reason. English commitments in support 
he German bankers are still enormous, 
and will Chicago please note that Germany 
is no nearer quiet times than before. Fach 
Stock Exchange settlement that comes 
round furthermore reveals greater depths 
of tnvolvment in unplaced loans, new com- 
pany capital issues and general financial 
and spare-rigging commitments. The sight 
this condition of affairs induces the 
more observant bankers to exerc'se caution 
and quietly accumulate alittle cash 
thereby increasing 
of England sup- 
ply. 
At all points, therefore, the market is be- 
pulled upon, and it would not be 


next week. The discount houses are quot- 
ing 3 5-8 to 3% r cent. There would be 
nothing deadly In that were the market 
alone rather hardup, but it might be pro- 
ductive of considerable mischief from the 
mere fact that all markets are alike incap- 
able or rendering each other assistance. It 
is strange that in spite of the enormous 
production of metal the scramble between 
the markets for it should threaten: to be- 
come so intense in the coming autumn as 
to upset the coach somewhere. 

No failures have been announced, but 
there need be no surprise should some oc- 
cur. Several small discount firms competed 
last month for bills to arrive in July, until 
they drove the rate below 2 per cent, and 
one house at least c@ntracted to buy Indian 
bank bills arriving all through July at 1%. 
Heavy loss is inevitable from this sort of 
trading. Then, also, more than one bad 
squall has already happened on the con- 
tinent by which our market has been hit.

PHILADELFHIA, Pa., July 17.—A race 
of 15,000 miles for a prize of $1000 terminated 
ak the Delaware Breakwater yesterday 
upon the arrival of the ships I. F. Chapman 
and W. F. Babcock, and the bark St. Cath- 
erine, from the Hawa‘ian Islands. All three 
are American-built and American-ownea 
vessels, and are commanded by American 
skippers. It was while the three vessels 
were taking cargoes of sugar in this coun- 
try’s newly acquired possessions, that their 
miusters arranged the race. Allowance was 
made for the difference of time in the depar- 
ture of the vessels, but notwkithstanding 
over twe weeks elapsed between the de- 
parture of the first, the Babcock, and the 
last,the St. Catherine, all three vessels ar- 
rived within a few hours of each other. 
with the St. Catherine a winner. 

The Babcock, Capt. Colley, left Honoluiu 
March 8 The Chapman followed from the 
same port a week later, and the St. Cathe- 
rine squared her sails from Hilo, a port sev- 
eral miles distant from Honolulu, March 22. 

It was after Cape Horn had been rounded 
when the St. Catherine came up to her com- 
petitors, the Chapman having caught the 
Babcock while both were in the Pacific. 
With the three vessels close together, the 
race began in earnest, with the St. Cather- 
ine steadily holding the lead. After being 
becalmed for a week near the equator, the 
race once more began. the staunch bark 


still showing the way until the Delaware 
Capes were reached and the rattle of her 
anchor chains brought the contest |to an 
end. The others came in a few hours later, 
and cast anchor about the same time, The

WHITES IN THE TROPICS. 


Mr. Laughlin of Boston thinks that the fact that tropical 
countries which have long been under the political control of 
white men, and therefore subject to colonization by them, 
have not been colonized to any extent, is proof that they have 
no disposition to make homes for under the 
equator. 

In Jamaica Mr. Laughlin finds that out of a total population 
of nearly 700,090, barely 14,000 are whites. Although the ne- 
groes and halfbreeds have nearly doubled since 1861 the white 
population of ihe island has remained stationary. Much the 
Same can be said of the other British West Indies. Only about 
one-fourth of the inhabitants of Brazil are white. the white 
residents beinz mainly in the cities and in that part of the 
country farthest from the equator. India, with its enor- 
mous mass of humanity, has an infinitesimal proportion of 
People of white blood, and most of these only stay in thé 
country temporarily.

Mr. Hill, the United States Consul at Santos, sends the 
State Department a report upon our South American trade 
Which shows that we are steadily losing ground there. Our 
‘rade with Europe is increasing. Our trade with Africa is 
booming. Our trade with Asia is promising. 
markets which are the most attractive and profitable in the 
‘world except the markets of Western Europe, and which are 
‘ours naturally, we are losing ground. 

The reason is plain: Whenever we deal with Europeans in 
Burope in Asia, in South Africa there we do well because 
Europeans appreciate our goods in Spite of our unskilled meth- 
ods of conducting foreign commerce.

Mrs. Burgess told her the only one va- 
cant was a small hall room, but another 
might be vacant in a few days. 

“Well, I'll take the hall room,” said the 
young woman. “My husband will not be 
here until Sunday morning. Maybe @ 
larger room will be vacant by that time. 

Mrs. Burgess wondered why a woman of 
her appearance should want to rent a roOm 
in that part of the town, but the woman 
paid in advance and Mrs, Burgess did not 
ask any questions. 

The woman stayed in the small room with 
her child most of the time until Sunday 
morning, when she went downstairs and 
asked Mrs. Burgess for the loan of a bas- 
ket to go to Biddle Market.

FRANK M’CABE FOUGHT WITH 
TWO NIX BROTHERS. 


SAYS THIRD BROTHER CUT HIM. 


Witnesses Insist, However, That One 
of Those He Fought With 
Used the Knife. 


Frank McCabe of 270 Rutger street is at 
the City Hospital, suffering from six knife 
wounds in his breast and abdomen. He 
will probably recover, but it will be by 
only the narrowest margin. 

Wesley Nix, who is accused of inflicting 
the knife wounds, is under arrest at the 
Fourth District Police Station. His brother, 
John, who, it is said, was with him when 
the cutting was done, is also in a cell there, 
pending an investigation. Wesley lives at 
1711 North Fighth street, and John at 410 
Natural Bridge road. 

The fight occurred in Edward Hams 
mill’s livery stable at 2233 Carr street, where 
the Nix brothers and the wounded man 
were hostlers. The three were canning 
beer, it is said, when McCabe becoming 
weary, lay down in a buggy to sleep. It is 
said this enraged the Nix brothers, who 
began to lash McCabe with a whip. He 
jumped from the buggy and ran after 
them. He quickly overtook them and the 
three closed in a struggle. 

The fight was brief. Somebody stabbed 
McCabe several times and he fell to the 
floor from the loss of blood. 

Hammill, the proprietor of the stable, 
saw McCabe fall and summoned an am- 
bulance. The wounded man was taken to 
the City Hospital, where it was discov- 
ered that he had six dangerous wounds. 
The intestines presreren from a cut in 
the abdomen and there were several ugly 
gashes in the region of the heart. It was 
thought at first the wounds were fatal. 
but McCabe was resting easily Monday 
morning and Dr. Nietert said he would 
get well. 

When McCabe was first taken to the City 
Hospital he said Wesley Nix cut him, 
but he told different story Monday, 
claiming then that Joe Nix. a brother of 
John and Wesley, had assaulted him. Ham- 
mill and the police say that Joe Nix was 
not near the scene of the fight. McCabe 
says he doesn’t feel unkindly to Wesley 
Nix and his every effort is being used 
to protect him. 

The cutting was witnessed by Hammill 
and Joseph Gunn, a neighboring black- 
smith, and all say that only John and 
Wesley Nix were fighting with McCabe 
when the latter was wounded. 

The police say Wesley Nix, who was 
arrested late Sunday night at 2300 North 
Broadway. with his brother John, con- 
fessed that he cut McCabe, but declared 
he did it in self defense. John corrobo- 
rated the self-defense story.

MARVELOUS THINGS. 


THEY ARE EXPERT ACROBATS.

Have Traveled Together Nineteen 
Years and Both Are Married— 
Their Remarkable Agility. 


Do you remember Long John Silver, the 
formidable sea-faring man with one leg, 
who dominates the pages of Robert Louis 
Stevenson's ‘“Treasure Island?’ Do you 
accept him as a possibility? Do you realize 
that there are men with one leg who do 
things that even the daring novelist, who 
red blind men as dare-devil robbers,

ee are two such men in St, Louis, and 
if you are a patron of vaudeville you have 

robably seen them and marveled at their 
eats. 

Of course they are Conway and Leland, 
the one-legged acrobats who were at Forest 
Park Highlands last week, and will remain 
there until the end of this week. 

Each of these men has lost a leg, but 
neither of them seem to miss it. They do 
flipflaps, back somersaults and high kick- 
ing with as much grace and agility as the 
average two-legged acrobat. They play 
tricks on each other, turn double-end som- 
ersaults and make a lot of fun with a table, 
on and off of which they step with wonder- 
ful ease. 

The left leg of one and the right leg of the 
other is missing. Having thus a right and 
a left between them they lock arms and 
dance or waltz. Sometimes they dress up 
as a double-headed policeman and some- 
times ‘they ride a bicycle, which is ar- 
ranged with a double seat. 

‘“‘We have been together for 19 years,”’ 
said W. B. Leland, who is the more talk- 
ative of the unipeds. ‘‘We spent 12 years 
in Europe, appearing in every town of note 
in Great Britain, France, Germany, Swe- 
den, Spain and Italy. 

“I lost my leg about 35 years ago, when 
I was a child of 4. A train crushed it off. 
I had a natural turn for athletics, and by 
the time I was 7 years old I could get 
around on one peg as lively as a cricket 
and could do gymnastic tricks that few

of my playmaates could. I met Conway in 
Denver years ago. He had lost his left 
leg when 12 years old. He was accidentally 
shot in the leg while hunting. A _ press 
agent once worked off a story about Con- 
way losing his leg while protecting a wo- 
man from assault, but that isn’t true. A 
great many persons think, too, that he was 
born that way because there is a foot on 
the stump. The foot is a false one. 

“But the way I met him: There was a 
crowd of youngsters on a vacant lot in 
Denver doing flipflaps and things of that 
sort. In the crowd were Eddy Foy, Thomp- 
son, who was afterward’s Foy’s partner; 
Sullivan and Neely, old-time athletes; the 
Franks brothers, Post and Marion, and 
others who afterwards achieved fame and 
most of whom are forgotten. 

“After the others had shown off I took a 
turn on the sawdust. I made ‘em all 
green. I did things with my one leg that 
none of them could touch. Conway said he 
wished he could do that sort of thing and 
I volunteered to teach him. He learned 
rapidly, and in a few months Ed Chase of 
Chase Bros. engaged us. We walked to 
ether then for the first time in public. 
Since then we have had very few vacant 
dates. e 

‘“‘We have to Keep practicing, for some 
of our feats require very fine calculation. 
The walk was easy after we got the time 
and right swing. It is a go deal like a 
very fat man’s waddle and the least va 
riation in time would throw us out. Riding 
the bicycle is easy. Both of us are expert 
riders alone and we have no trouble in 
riding together. 

‘We are both married, but we hardly 
ever get to our homes.”’ 

Sometimes both Conway and Leland wear 
cork legs, but Leland is more frequently 
to be seen hopping about on one crutch. 
He moves rapidly and handles himself as 
adroftly as though he had his full comple- 
ment of legs and feet. He plays baseball 
frequently. batting, flelding and running 
bases with the best amateur players. 

The unipeds are not related to each other, 
but they are almost exactly ‘tthe same size 
and look alike. 

“IT guess it’s because we have been to- 
gether so long,’’ said Leland, referring to 
the resemblance.

THE SUMMER SHOWS. 


The music of ‘“‘The Grand Duchess,” the 
Offenbach opera, sung last night at Uhrig’s 
Cave, is the kind that sets an-.audience to 
beating time and puts the dancing itch in 
the sole of the foot. It is Gallic, with 
Teutonic flavor, or Teutonic with a Gallic 


bias, just as you please to regard it; it is 
jolly, with a sort of Alsace and Lorraine 
merriment in which the solid character- 
istics of the German mingles with the 
lighter charm of the French. Much of 
it is written in waltz measure and some of 
it is provocative of even more hilarious 
terpischorean exercises, but the most con- 
spicuous air has a fine military ring to 
it. This last is the ‘Saber Song’’—you 
must pronounce it “‘Sobber,”’ if you value 
the ‘re of the singer folks. The last 
time the opera was produced here was in 
1895, at the Grand Opera House, with Lil- 
lian Russell in the title role. That pro- 
duction was an elaborate one and iss 
Russell’s performance is remembered as 
grand. Maud Lillian Berri’s Grand Duch- 
ess bears comparison with that of Miss 
Russell, Miss Berri’s' low notes are not 
as smooth and sonorous as those of Miss 
Russell, but in the pos ted register her voice 
is sweeter than the older singer's and quite 
as pure. Our midsummer song-bird did 
not have the adventitious though gratify- 
ing aids of striking scenery and expensive 
stage effects that Miss Russell had, but the 
applause she received was quite as spon- 
taneous and enthusiastic. he acted the 
part skillfully and intelligently, blending 
adroitly the dignity of the grand dame 
and the half tender, half flerce generosity 
of a despotic maid. The theme of the 
opera requires delicate handling to avoid 
the rock of coarseness and the shoal of In- 
sipidity, but Miss Berri steers a straight 
course and is interesting without; being in- 
delicate. Mr. Stephens, as Private Fritz, 
developed a line of broad humor that sur- 
prised even this admirers, Mr. Hawley 
came out strong as Gen. Boum. Mr. 
Shields, Mr. ‘Webb and Mr. Steiger were 
amusing. Miss Gardner was more effeotive 
as Private Fritz’s sweetheart than she has 
been in any other role during the engage- 
ment. The chorus, too, seemed to take a 
livelier interest in its work than it did 
in ‘“‘The Bohemian Girl."" The indications 
are that “The Grand Duchess” will prove 
one of the most satisfactory bills of the 
season.
